RUDEMPTION 


JAPANESE 
‘BONDS. ' 


CLEARED OFF'IN THIRTY-THREE YEARS, 

As has beon frequently mentioned, the 
Governmont proposes to appropriate a sum of 
210,000,000° yen annually ‘from the general 
revenue to forma fund for the redemption of the 
Domestio and Foreign Bonds issued in connec. 
tion with the Iaie war. Ata mesting of the 
representatives of various parties in the Honse 
of Representatives, called by Marquis Saionji, 
Mr, Sokatani, Minister for Finance, in reply to 
a question, stated that the surplus of the fund 
so appropriated, after paying the interost on the 
Bonds, would be devoted to the redemption of 
the principal. By this means it is estimated 
that the Honds already issaad, amounting to

It was reporled before the Chinese New Yoar 
that the Viceroy, bad telegraphed to, Peking 
asking for four’ thousand well-trained soldiors 
to reinforce the Carton Garrison sons to enable 
him to copa with on emergency should trouble 
arise. The first two batches of Kinng-an ont 
Yuan-Hui soldiers arrived. hore on the 28th 
just, und are stationed neor tho Small Enst 
Gate. ‘they wero landed yesterday, 660 from 
the Chi. Yuer and 640 from the Taz-Shun, both 
China Morchants' steamers, ‘Ihe balance is 
expected lo arrive in a fow days. ¢ 

It is also reported thut Viceroy Chou-fu has 
delegated Shum Tong and Chui Kang-pei, both 
Taotais, as special commissioners to investigate

The Viceroy bas sent o despatch’ to the 
General Chambor of Commerce. It refers first 
to the relemption of the Canton-Hankaw Rail- 
way concession, and then proceeds :—" I have 
given officinl instructions ,to the Provitcial 
‘Lreasurer and to all the ‘Taotais of Canton to 
convene the Kwangtung gentry to mootings and 
to deliberate over the question of the constenclifyn 
of ‘railways in Kwangtung Province and™to 
establish offices for that purpow. As tho 
Canton-Hankow Railway has a direct inlerost + 
for tho throw Provincos of Kwaugtung, Hunan, 
and Hupeh, and as the cancession has boon 
rede: med, it is only propor that immadiato steps 
should bo. tuken for its construction, If on 

account of insufficiency of funds the schome 
is abandoned, not only will the three million 
taels ‘borrowed to redeom it be wasted but thera 
is in addition e million tacks’ worth of debentures 
on which intorest will have to be paid. Besides 
this, wo will not be able to fulfil the conditions 
of the agreement wo have entersd fate with the 
other two provinces, and the more we delny the 
more interest wo shall have to pay. Moreover, 
it was stipulated in the agreement that if 
the different sections ore not linked together 
at their reapeetive frontiers within.a certain 
date the other provinces shall have the right 
to conclude the werk ond shall control that. 
section of the ine until the monies dishursed by 
them shall be refunded. Such aums advanced 
bearing interest, of course, Thus you can see 
whats calamity you are bringing upon your- 
selves. ‘The length of tho tine from Wong-Sha 
to the Hunan frontier at Ping-Shek is about 
one thousand ti, This section is a long ane, 
and is a big undertaking, ‘If a large fund is not 
raised it will he a difficuld matter to carry it 
out, Now the most important question is, How 
to riro theso funds + My plans are as follows : 
fo obtain part of it trom the Government 
coffers, {a rnise another part by increased 
tuxation, and the balance by inviting the people 
to take wpshars inthe company, With regard 
to thy first two methods I Lave already given 
instructions to the officials, the Provincial 
‘Treosury, the Salt Comptroller, tho Sin 
Hon Kuk. end the Likin department.

he last statistical report of the Government 
Department of Commorceund Labour shows that 
tho value of American merchandise oxported to 
China during the {on months onding October 
last waa $50,104,767. During tho corresponding 
months of 19-4 tho exports amounted to but 
$20,557,184, which was then the highest record 
reached in this part of: our export trade. 
During the first ten montha of 1895 the exports 
o China were but $2,834,803. “The total 
Heures for the year now closing will undoubtedly 
show that the volume bag been maintained 
during tho last two months,. Tho conclusion of 
peace, tho efforts of American cotton exporters, 
and the,progressive awakening of the Chinese 
Empire sre the main general causes to which 
this trade developmont is aseribet. The growth 
in exporta to China has been particularly murked 
in cotton cloth and copper, the latter being, of 
course, a tomporary factor, The copper exports 
to Chita were valuod af '311,326.407 for the ten 
months, as against $611,677 in ten months of 
JOM, and nothing in 3903... Gur cotton 
manufactures, however, jumped from 80,057,707 
for the poriod in 104 to $47,495,475 in 1905,
